He said they " were "very 
close friends" but added that 
the relationship was purely 
Platonic." They never contem- 
plated marriage. 
. The handsome, broad- 
shouldered Welshman said 
her reason for writing a new 
will was that she didn't want 
her divorced husband, George, 
to have anything to do with 
the estate. 

The first will left every- 
thing to her three, children. 
They have already begun 
court action to contest the 
deathbed document. 
; Rees said Mrs. Metalious 
made him promise before 
witnesses that if she left her 
estate to him he would see 
■ that the children never want- 
ed for anything. 

"I am morally bound to 
abide by this promise," he 
declaimed. 

The children are a married 
daughter, Mrs." Marsha Du- 
puis; Christopher, 17, , and 
Cynthia, 13. 

Through their -attorney, 
they challenged the second 
will Wednesday in Belknap 
County, N.H., Probate Court. 
The Wednesday night con- 
ference, at which Rees re- 



vealed himself to the press 
for the first time, was ar- 
ranged by Atty. John Cre- 
mens of Cambridge, who 
drew up the new will. 

Reporters had been trying 
in vain to track Rees down. 

Rees said he has been liv- 
ing for four months in the 
swank Charles River Devel- 
opment in the Back Bay. His 
name, however, is not listed 
in the foyer, and his telephone 
is unlisted. 

As late as 8 Wednesday 
night, the manager of the de- 
velopment was denying that 
anyone named ^Rees lived 
there. 

Rees, a former', reporter in 
London, has been in this 
country since 1962 doing free- 
lance writing. He met Mrs. 
Metalious last October in New 
Hampshire through mutual 
friends. 

She was staying at a Bos- 
ton' hotel when she became 
suddenly ill Sunday night and 
was taken to Beth Israel Hos- 
pital, where her ailment was 
diagnosed as hepatitis. 

Rees said that to avoid pub- 
licity— "which she loathed"— 
she used his name when she 
entered the hospital. 

Later that night she told 
him she was dying, Rees con- 
tinued. He sought a lawyer 
Cremens by friends. 

Cremens said Mrs. Metalious 
"was adamant and definite" 
about wanting a new will, 
and was recommended - to 

He added that the docu- 
ment was "discussed fully" 
before she signed it and be- 
fore the signing was wit- 
nessed. 

Cremens was one of four 
witnesses. The others were 
Rees, Dr. Herbert Saver, a 
staff physician, and a Herman 
Kraupt of Dorchester, a visi- 
tor at the -hospital. 

Mrs. Metalious died Monday 




morning, a few- hours after 
signing the will, 

Rees said he knew she was 
"unhappy" with the earlier 
will. He said also that her de- 
cision to make him her sole 
heir was a "complete sur- 
prise" to him. 

Rees said Mrs. Metalious 
was unmarried at her death. 
He said she had divorced both 
her first husband, George, and 
her second, T. J. Martin, a 
radio disc jockey now livinjg 
in New Haven. 

He said earlier reports that 
she and George Metalious 
had remarried were untrue. 

Rees said he was not going 
to her funeral today in Gil- 
manton, N. H., because she 
had specified that there be no 
funeral.

A plan to make leaders of 
militant white and Negro organ- 
izations paid directors of a 300- 
anan "Community Peace Patrol" 
in Newark has been given a cool 
reception. 

The proposal, quietly sub- 
mitted to the Department of 
Justice April 19, is understood 
to have met with interest but 
with opposition there. It is op 
posed vehemently by Gov, 
Hughes. 

The "project directors'* would 
be Anthony Im peri ale, president 
of the North Ward Citizens Com- 
mittee, a white militant group,

While there is no record of 
the proposal in the City Clerk's 
Office, Mayor Hugh Addonizio 
reportedly has been reviewing 
it with some favor. ■ Donald 
Malafronte, an aide to the

Hughes described the proposal 
as "a brainstorm that contains 
the seeds of very serious trou- 
ble" and added: "It involved 
well known militants and ex- 
tremists joined, perhaps unwit- 
tingly, by the police director of 
the City of Newark." 

The proposal reportedly 
emanated from a series of pri- 
vate meetings in Spina's office, 
beginning April 4, with black 
and white militants. The pro- 
posal is dated April 18, but May 
17 Spina issued an order for- 
bidding members of the Police 
Department to-, join extremist 
groups or «=pSrti£rFate, in theif 
activities. 
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Atty. G6n. Clark that it would 
be irresponsible and unwise *to 
place the protection of the pub- 
lic in private hands." 
' Contending that the plan 
"smacks of para-militarism," 
Hughes criticized the Legislature 
for "the unconscionable and in- 
comprehensible delay in pass- 
ing the para-military bill." He 
asked for emergency jneasures, 
" In support of the governor, 
U.S. Atty. David M. Sa-lz Jr. said 
he would not endorse the pro 
posal, claiming he was opposed 
to any .type of vigilante group. 

The vigilante proposal, which 
is prefaced with emphasis on 
"the summer months and the 
threat of violence 2nd disorder, 
calls for a systematic patrol, 
void of official law enforcement 
duties or powers of arrest. 
Police superior officers and 
patrolmen would be assigned to 
the patrol as liaison personnel. 
Seven-Day Patrols 

Twenty patrol cars would 
be leased for 6 p.m. to 6 a.m. 
patrols seven days a week. 
They would be equipped with 
two-way radios for communicat- 
ing with general headquarters- 
one of four storefront offices, 
Negro neighborhoods would be 
patrolled by Negroes and white 
neighborhoods,. by whites, with 
two of each" race in integrated 
neighborhoods. . 

Patrolmen would receive $1.75 
per liour and their supervisors 
$2.50 an hour. Three adminis- 
trators each would receive $3 
per hour. Uniforms would be 
provided— §8,750 for jumpsuits 
and $5,250 for helmet liners. 

Patrolmen .would be selected 
by the North Ward Citizens Com- 
mittee and the United Brothers, 
who would provide representa- 
tion also from the Spanish- 
speaking community. The, pro- 
posal states: "While no back- 
ground check will be made on 
candidates, an effort will be 
v made to recruit only those whose 
character and motivations are 
of the highest quality." 

The plan explains that "con- 
siderable attention will be given 
to the applicants* physical con- 
dition, and to iihis end a phy- 



sical examination 'will -be re- 
quired and provided as part of 
the program." It is listed as 
a $3,335 expense. 

Additional criteria "should be 
concerned with the applicants' 
educational attainments, his oc- 
cupational status and his place 
of residence," according to the 
plan. 

. Training Plan 

Training for the program 
would be provided by National 
Goals Inc., described in the pre- 
liminary plan as "a fully inte- 
grated non-profit organization 
specializing in ihe area of edu- 
cation, training and law enforce- 
ment." The plan also describes 
it as 4( the firm selected by both 
participating organizations'' as 
the most qualified to provide 
training for this program." 

A spokesman for the North 
Ward Citizens Committee said 
the actual plan , was prepared 
by Rees and that it was. signed 
in his office. The budget pro- 
vides for $23,310 "for "seven 
days of intensive classroom and 
field exercises/'* l 

National Goals Inc. would be 
paid another $36,000 for weekly 
one-day seminars for the* re- 
mainder of the program. The 
firm budgeted another $10,000 
for what is described as "de- 
velopment of training materials, 
visual aids, etc." 

Spina and Imp'eriale were not 
available last night for com- 
ment. Rees reportedly % was on 
the West Coast and will be 
there until next week. ♦ - ^ 

Wadud, asked how his group 
and Imperiale's would get along 
with each other, said: "Per- 
sonally I don't have any bones 
to pick with Tony. We both 
come from the same gutters. 

I'm just interested in our 
people . . . not getting them 
caught up in this genocidal ffching, 
Imperiale never professed any 
love for the black man, but 
maybe (by working together) 
we can take the blood thing out 
of- it." : • 

Explains Patrols . 

Wadud explained that under 
the proposal, black and white 
militants would ride in the same 
cars in some "fringe areas" of 
the city, such as Vailsburg or 



along Bloomfield or Chancellor 
Avenues. But he definitely 
ruled out any white patrols in 
the heavily Negro Central Ward. 
He said the patrols would be 
unarmed. "But they would be 
able to defend themselves," he 
added. "White people can't 
police black people anymore. We 
know how to talk to our people, 
We need to govern our own. If 
it's a black situation, let black 
people handle it." 

Wadud' said that if any trou- 
ble erupted, the patrolmen im- 
mediately would call for help 
over their radios. "Maybe this 
could even be made into a farm 
system for the Police Depart- 
ment" he added. 

National Goals Inc. was sug- 
gested earlier this year by 
Sheriff Ralph D'Ambola as the 
firm to provide police training 
for his staff. ' The Board' of 
Freeholders rejected the pro- 
posal in favor of the State Police 
training program. 

The outfit, however, did pre* 
sent an application for a federal 
grant for the East Orange Police 
Department community relations 
program. * A spokesman there, 
who said the grant was for 
about $15,000, said National 
Goals acted "as overseer for 
seminars, problems and 
classes." Spina reportedly was 
one of the paid speakers. 
Office Space Rented 

The '-National Goals office 
space at the Hallmark House is 
rented under the name of Peter 
Mercurio, who described himself 
as a consultant and one of the 
five full-time staff members. 

Although, the advertising pam- 
phlet^ the company lists -Wash- 
ington, New York and Newark 
offices, Newarjc is the apparent 
headquarters. Mercurio said the 
firm "gave up" the' Washington 
space, and the New York num- 
ber is a law firm which Mercurio 
said "takes calls?"

A surprise reversal yesterday 
by Police Director Dominick A. 
Spina on the 300-man "Commu- 
nity Peace Patrol" proposed by 
him and three others has met 
- with both ra;ge and indifference 

Anthony Imperiale, president 
"of the North Ward Citizens Com- 
mittee, a white militant organi- 
sation, said the reversal was 
{"hypocritical" and that he in- 
tended "to confront Spina and 
find out why he changed his 
mind." Imperiale was one of 



four who signed the preliminary 
plan with Spina, 

Another signer, Brother Ka- 
miel Wadud, who said he had 
been erroneously identified in 
the proposal as representing the 
United Brothers of Newark, a 
black militant organization, 
simply said of Spina's reversal: 
"Maybe he had something to 
sour on it for." Wadud, who 
identified himself as a Hermetic 
Ara>American, said he had 
listed his affiliation as the Cen- 
tral Ward Citizens Committee. 

Of s the proposal, Wadud main- 
tained: "It never was finalized, 
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it could- have undergone a lot of 
changes — it was. subject. to 
change and approval." He said 
he had told John frees, presi- 
dent of .National > Goals, Inc., 
who prepared the report and 
was the other signer, that he 
was not in agreement with all 
phases of 1 the report as submit- 
ted to the Department of Jus- 
tice. * 

Cites Salary 
As an example, Wadud said 
he "never would have taken" 
the 512,000 salary proposed for 
him" and Imperiale to act as 
"project directors" of the pa- 
trol. The salaries were part of 
the estimated $743,741*50 cost of 
the project, to be federally fi- 
nanced. 

"It wasn't a final thing that 
was submitted— it was a good 
move to take the heat off," said 
Wadud. "There were pressures 
at the time." 

The report was submitted 
quietly to the Department of 
Justice April 19 by Rees, who 
budgeted $59,310 for National 
Goals to provide patrol training 
and seminars and another $10,- 
000 for training materials. Na- 
tional Goals was "described in 
the proposal as "a fully ante- 
grated nonprofit organization 
specializing in the area of edu- 
cation, training <and law en- 
forcement." 

It was reported yesterday 
that Eee's was in Washington 
and that he could not be con- 
tacted there. Peter Mercurio, a 
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consultant for National Goals, 
said of the proposal: "At the 
time, we all thought it was a 
good idea— some still do." . He' 
charged that one reason* the 
city administration did not back 
the plan was that "the money 
wasn't going to be controlled on 
a local level." 

Mayor Hugh J. Addonizio 
maintained yesterday that he 
never had seen the proposal, 
but that he was "in the process 
of waiting to review it." Ear- 
lier, an aide in his office had 
indicated the mayor generally 
was in favor of the plan. 
To Talk With Spina 

Addonizio said he thought 
Spina had acted unwisely in 
linking himself with the pro- 
posal and that he planned to 
discuss the matter 'soon with 
the police director "so as to 
have a clear understanding in 
the future." 

Declaring "extremism— black 
or white— is not the answer to 
the problems -in Newark,". Ad- 
donizio said that if Spina's in- 
tent was to deal with, extrem- 
ists regarding any problems in 
the city, "I don't approve of it." 

"The mayor is two-faced," 
Tmperiale charged following 
Spina's reversal yesterday. Im- 
perial termed Spina's action 
"a shocker" and promised to 
confront the police director for 
an explanation. 

"They say they want unityj^ 
but it is beyond my compre- 
hension just what they want/' 
Tmperiale said. The white" mili- 
tant, claiming he had always 
"preached law and order," said 
he was "getting a little tired of 
getting the short end, of the 
stick." ' 

Explaining he had believed 
the proposal would be benefi- 
cial to teen-agers in the North 
Ward, Imperiale expressed re- 
sentment that the -federal gov- 
ernment had granted "so many s 
funds to Leroi Jones for hate 
plays," but had none available 
for the proposed patrol. "They 
have now succeeded in making 
pifliw^ngople feel like second- 
class citizens," he said. 



This approach would place em- 
phasis on state approval. 

Municipalities would send pro- 
posals to , the states, which in 
turn would forward them to the 
federal division it they deemed 
them to be worthwhile. 

.Skoler said the "watchword" 
for grants under the new pro- 
gram, which still needs House 
and Senate approval, would be 
block grants to states. 

Had that plan been in effect 
when the* patrol plan was pre- 
pared in April, it might never 
have gotten to the federal level. 
Gov. Richard J. Hughes 'ex- 
pressed vehement opposition, to 
it, describing it as* "a brain- 
storm that contains the seeds of 
very serious trouble." 
Rap by Governor 

The governor said ihe agreed 
"wholeheartedly with Atty. Gen. 
ClaTk that there should be no 
encouragement whatever for the 
alarming tendency of some pri- 
vate citizens; acting as vigi- 
lantes, to attempt to exercise 
police powers— to do so without 
legal authority and with no 
obligation to the public what- 
ever." 

He added that it "smacks of 
paramilitarism" and .criticized 
the Legislature for "the uncon- 
scionable and incomprehensible 
delay in passing the paramili- 
tary bill." 

Yesterday, Essex County 
Prosecutor Joseph P. Lordi sent 
telegrams to the state senatorial 
delegation from Essex in sup- 
port of the bill banning para- 
military .organizations. ljn<' the 
telegram", Lordi said; "I am in- 
vestigating organizations in 
Newark 'that riiight come under 
this description." 

The bill would forbid such 



groups from wearing uniforms 
or insignia, maintaining patrols, 
collecting "weapons to wage guer- 
rilla warfare or inciting civil 
disorders. 

Under the proposal prepared 
by'Rees, the "patrolmen" would 
be provided with jumpsuits at a 
cost of $8,750 and helmet liners 
at a cost of $5,250.
